Monroney said a board inquiry 
will be aimed at Commerce De­ 
partment aviation policies under 
Weeks and Lewis S. .Rothschild, 
his undersecretary.

Weeks and Rothschild are trying 
to assume czar-like powers to con­ 
trol civil aviation,” Monroney de­ 
clared. “Lee was fired because he 
didn’t knuckle under and let the 
Commerce Department dictate to 
him what should be done about 
civil aviation. 
“This is all part of a pattern 
which included the blocking of the 
reappointment of Josh Lee as a 
member of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. Ross Rizley (chairman) of 
the board soon is to be appointed a 
federal judge and Weeks will have 
another position to fill in his grab 
for control over aviation.”

O hio** Model Narcotics Law 


Ohio's model law to stop dope peddlers should 
be the model for an improved federal law when 
Congress returns to Washington in January. 


The Ohio law has done what any law m ust 
do if it is to throw' the fear of punishment into 
case-hardened people who m ake careers of law 
violation. It has closed all the loophofes. 


The driving force in the dope traffic isn’t 
the addicts who try to keep themselves going 
by stealing m oney or by peddling narcotics, 
themselves. They are a result, not a cause. 
The cause is organized vice—organized to 
tie the hands of law enforcers and to make sure 
legislators do not cut the knots. 
Ohio’s accomplishment was to pass a law’ 
that untied all the knots bv making it possible 
to arrest and convict dope handlers at any 
stage of the racket m erely bv catching them 
with dope in their possession. Beyond that, the 
Ohio law contains long prison term s and stiff 
fines for various specified uses of narcotics. 
Congress can pass the sam e kind of a law 
if it wants to stop the dope traffic. If it wants 
to compromise with it. for reasons left unex­ 
plained. it can pass a few weak-willie am end­ 
ments and 
m ake sure the opium exporters in 
Red China and the vice rings that distribute it 
In the United States will stay in business. 


N ellie Is Not Helpless 


There has been an undertone of misgiving in 
official comments about the future of the AFI/- 
CIO m erger. It was prominent in President Ei­ 
senhower’s message. It was less prominent in 
Secretary of Labcr Mitchell’s message, but it 
was there. 
It concerns the willingness and ability of the 
merged organizations to pass up the chance to 
throw their weight in a way that would destroy 
their immunity to antitrust laws. 
They also are im m une to the punitive tax 
laws that m ake it possible for the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to regulate business enterprise through 
its power to collect revenue. 
They are either partly or wholly immune to 
laws regulating the use of collective funds to 
underwrite personal political campaigns. 
If the AFL-CIO takes advantage of its op­ 
portunity to behave like the monopoly it says 
it aims to be — and could become overnight 
without the Taft-Hartlev Act to remind it that 
hum an rights in the United States are higher 
than the right to organize unions — there will be 
trouble. 
F ear of monopoly is basic in the American 
way of thinking and living. 
Antimonopoly 
laws 
m erely 
affirm 
popular 
opinion, lf big unionism defies this opinion, it 
can be brought under the iaws the same as big 
business was brought under them 65 years ago. 
In the old m elodram as, the villain used to 
ask the heroine why she feared him after he had 
foreclosed the mortgage, tried to burn her alive 
and push her off a cliff. “ Why do you fear me, 
Nellie?” 
he 
would 
inquire, 
twirling 
his 
mustache. 
AFL-CIO should not need to ask why the pub­ 
lic fears the things unions could do w-ith their 
merged power. If they m ake the m istake of 
doing them, they will have to be deprived of 
their special status outside the Sherm an Anti­ 
trust Act. Nellie is not helpless. 


Freedom From Despots 


The 164th anniversary of America’s strangest 
and most significant event will be reached Dec. 
15. On that date in 1791, the Bill of Rights be­ 
cam e effective. 
Having won the right 
to 
be 
secure 
from 
tyrants abroad, the founders of the new republic 
wanted to ham string tyranny in their new na­ 
tion. The Bill of Rights spelled out what gov­ 
ernment could not do. 
It could not pass any laws about freedom of 
speech, religion, the rig'ht to circulate petitions 
and the right to hold meetings. It could not 
prevent the people from 
possessing 
firarms, 
and it could not quarter soldiers on them with­ 
out previous consent or legal action. 
It could not search private property without 
w arrants, arrest a citizen without telling him 
why, 
or 
jeopardize his 
person 
or property 
without complying with regulations to protect 
individual dignity and security. 
And to tie the hands of would-be despots for 
all time, the founders of the republic then de­ 
clared that any outrages despots might think 
of in the future would be illegal too. 
That was the Bill of Rights — the first IO 
am endm ents to the Constitution. They 
reflect 
more clearly than the Constitution itself the 
spirit in which the United States was founded 
*—to keep despots at bay forever. 
Those who celebrate the 164th anniversary of 
the Bill of Rights in 1955 whould m ake sure 
they are still in agreem ent with its purpose.

It is not inherent in the attitude 
of these students that they will 
vote 
against 
segregation, 
t h a t 
they will vote Republican or that 
they will vote for Walter George 
against Herm an Talmadge. 
What, in effect, they said was 
that they want to play football, 
that they want to play Pittsburgh, 
that Pitsburgh has the right to 
select its own team and that this 
is sports not politics. 
The students won the day and 
everyone seemed satisfied except 
those politicians wrho lost face. This 
does not mean that the Negro prob­ 
lem is solved in Georgia or any­ 
where else, or that anyone has 
yet come up with an easy solution. 


TH ERE ARE NO EASY solutions 
for difficult racial problems, which 
involve m arriages among persons 
of differing races, religions a n d 
nationalities. 
Wrhile 
there 
a r e 
plenty of exceptions to all rules, 
most parents are opposed to inter­ 
m arriage and take whatever steps 
they can to guide their children 
into m arriages within the narrow 
m argins of their own kind. F urther­ 
more. a ruling class will take what­ 
ever steps are possible to prevent 
a minority or newcomers from be­ 
ing m asters even when the latter 
m ay h a v e become a numerical 
majority. 
History is replete with examples 
of the correctness of this view. 
Student dem onstrations, whenev­ 


er they occur, are an index to the 
basic thinking of a 
community. 
When they are spontaneous, thev 
reflect a weariness with tile atti­ 
tudes of those in power. E v e n 
if fermented from outside, thev can­ 
not occur unless the time is ripe 
for them to occur.

student 
demonstrations in China and Japan 
which actually changed the history 
of the w’orid. Against them, armies 
were

because

soldiers would not kill their own 
kind, preferring to join them. 
I cannot recall a single spontane­ 
ous .student demonstration t h a t 
failed to be effective, not because 
the 
students 
were numerous or 
powerful, but because the student*’ 
ideas mirrored table conversation 
at home, the talk of boy and girl 
the jam sessions in dormitories. 
From this experience, it would 
appear to me that the younger 
people are fed up with the inces­ 
sant emphasis on the race prob­ 
lem and find football a more seri­ 
ous subject. During visits to col­ 
leges in recent years. I found stu­ 
dents more interested in such emo­ 
tional subjects as religion rather 
than politics.

W orkers’ Local 347 of 6.000 m em ­ 
bers right in the heart of Amer­ 
ica's food industry — in the Chi­ 
cago Armour plant — was run by 
three Communist cells. Those cell 
m em bers m et every day and "kept 
on top of things.” 
This local operates right in Chi­ 
cago. not too many streets from 
the international headquarters of 
the Packinghouse Workers. T h e 
international headquarters knew of 
this testimony and of the local’s 
pickets who had besieged a con­ 
gressional hearing en communism 
in Chicago.

Cuba and 
Nationalist China voted against tnt 
resolution itself. 
The position, however, of the five 
who abstained means that they re­ 
fuse even to agree that such a 
proposal should be voted upon in 
the General Assembly. 


IT WAS ON MAY 28. 1948 that 
the International Court of Justice, 
sitting at The Hague, handed down 
an advisory opinion—requested bv 
the U.N. General Assembly—and 
ruled that it is illegal for a U N. 
m em ber to m ake its consent for 
the admission of one applicant de­ 
pendent on the admission of an­ 
other and that “ considerations oth­ 
er than those prescribed by t h e 
term s and spirit of Article IV *of 
the U N 
Charter* could not pre­ 
vent the admission of an appli­ 
cant.” The ruling said: 
“ The provisions of Article IV 
necessarily imply that every appli­ 
cation for admission should be ex­ 
amined and voted on separately 
and on its own merits. Otherwise 
it would be impossible to deter­ 
mine whether a particular appli­ 
cant fulfills the necessary condi­ 
tions. To subject an affirmative 
vote for the admission of an appli­ 
cant state to the condition that 
other states be admitted witn that 
state would prevent m em bers from 
exercising their judgm ent in each 
case with complete liberty. Within 
the scope of the prescribed condi­ 
tions. such a dem and is incompat­ 
ible with the letter and spirit of 
Article IV of the C harter.” 
How to carry out this decision 
presents a problem in procedure. 
The United States has never used 
and will not use its veto power 
in the S e c u r i t y Council to bar any 
applications for m em bership. The 
Soviet Union has threatened to use 
its veto power unless the entire 
group of 18 applicants are adm it­ 
ted. 


THE POSITION of the United 
States is that the m atter of ad­ 
mission should be left to a m ajor­ 
ity vote of the Security Council.

cision by the Court of International 
Justice be ignored. 
It is true that almost all of the 
52 nations feel kindly toward the 
13 applicants who have hitherto 
been barred by the Soviet veto and 
that the “ package deal” is the 
only chance to get them into the 
U N., although it m eans paying the 
price of admitting the five Soviet 
satellites. 


MOSCOW HAS MADE it clear 
that, unless the five satellites are 
admitted, the other 13 non-Com- 
munist applicants would be vetoed.

Attempting to fill cracks In old 
caulking is not usually satisfac­ 
tory, because it is difficult to get 
enough fre<h caulking into t h e 
cracks to do any govd. 
Use a large, heavy chisel to re­ 
move the old caulking Remove all 
that is loose. If it is cracked, but 
firmly stuck to the wall or mold­ 
ing. enlarge the crack enough that 
it may be filled easitv. 
la rce open spaces under t h e

house has wood siding, fill t h e 
space with mineral wool insulation, 
within one-fourth inch of the sur­ 
face 
lf the house is brick, the 
space may Iv filled with cement 
mortar or with oakum. 
The easiest way to apply caulk­ 
ing. is with a caulking gun. Rent 
or borrow one from your dealer 
where you buy the caulking. 
A putty knife may be used to 
touch up spots left by the calking 
gun. Rub soap on the blade of the 
putty knife to prevent the caulking 
I from sticking. 
When using caulking compound 
during cold weather, keep it in­ 
doors where it remains warm. It 
is a good idea to set it in the 
house the day before. It will work 
j in the caulking gun much easier. 
lf you have only a small amount 
of caulking to do. you may buy it 
in tubes ready for use. Then it 
is not necessary to bother with a 
caulking gun.

Use a 
toothpick or fine paint brush to 
apply glue around outlines of con­ 
tainer that is to be covered by 
the velvet.

Here are some ideas: 
Appointment book: Make it with 
compass, heart and chain over the 
velvet. Cover the compass w i t h 
colored paper to make into a clock. 
M ark off the dials with pencil d o t.1 
Using toothpick to apply glue, place 
rhinestone on each of 12 dots. 
Pin cushion: Make skeleton cush­ 
ion with cotton or disposable diap­ 
er. Sew a small square of velvet 
on the double, wrong side, leaving 
a 2-inch opening for reversing to 
right side. Trim with gilt rope. 
Add glue to legs of a ceram ic poo­ 
dle, cat or other anim al and press 
them on top of velvet. 
Snapshot fram es: Cover an old 
fram e with a velvet in a brilliant 
shade. Gold rope border may be ap­ 
plied within the fram e by applying 
glue to the rope or tape. 
Cigarette container: Cover a cold 
cream ja r with velvet. Dot with 
pearls applied with glue. Border 
with gold tape or fringe. Ideal for 
a bedroom. 
Shadow box: Line a cigar box 
with the velvet. Paste small shells 
to inner recess. Ideal for the con­ 
chologist. 
Swank bank: Cover a coffee can 
with the m aterial, add gold braid 
trim to top and bottom. Put small 
glob of glue on back of coins, bus 
or other transportation tokens and 
press into velvet with your fingers. 
Outline the coin slot on top off the 
box in pencil, perforating line with 
screw driver and ham m er.
